Infantile paralysis reached epi- 


demic proportions in scattered sec- 
tions of the nation today 
as 


health authorities took 
further 


steps to combat spread of the di- 
sease. 


Epidemics were reported at Min- 


neapolis; in Pulaski county, Ar- 
kansas ,and in Jones, Forrest and 
Lowndes Counties, Mississippi. 


In Ohio the state health direc- 


tor predicted an epidemic year 
"unless there is a sharp drop with- 
in the next 10 days." 


Many states throughout the 


south, west and middlewest re- 
ported the number of polio cases 
for the year already higher than 
last year's totals. New England 
and Middle Atlantic states ap- 
peared only slightly affected. 


Warn Against Crowds 


Precautions taken included can- 


cellation of some boys an girls 
conventions in Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi and closing of some swim- 
ming pools in Nebraska state 
parks. Ohio's health director told 
parents to keep children away 
from crowds, allow them plenty 
of rest and prevent over-exer- 
cise. 


In the mlddlewest this was the

Minnesota—State health depart- 


ment reports 706 polio cases and 
58 deaths this year. The total in- 
cluded 344 cases in Minneapolis 
and 858, St. Paul. The twin cities 
have had 31 deaths in the current 
outbreak, an above-average fa- 
tality rate.

Five Former Enemies In- 


vited to Attend Treaty 


Sessions 


Paris, Aug. 7—(AP)—The con- 


ference of Paris wound up its work 
on procedure in the rules com- 
mittee today after settling a mar- 
athon argument on voting ma- 
chinery and invited five former 
enemy states to participate in its 
deliberations beginning Saturday. 


Under an American amendment, 


as altered at Russian suggestion, 
the representataives of Italy, Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria, Hungary ' and 
Finland can be heard both in com- 
mittee and in the full conference 
sessions on questions "of the treat- 
ies concerning them. 


The committee had adjourned at 


12:30 a.m. after 20 hours of de- 
bate in which it was finally de- 
cided over the embittered opposi- 
tion of Soviet Russia and five 
other members and her bloc to 
adopt a British compromise on the 
voting machinery. 


Compromise Provisions 


The compromise proposal, adopt- 


by a 15-6 vote after 20 hours of 
debate, would require a two-thirds 
majority for decisions of the 21- 
nation peace conference, but would 
permit measures adopted by a 
simple majority to go to the big 
four foreign ministers council as 
"recommendations." All decisions 
of the conference are subject to 
the approval of the council. 


Soviet Russia had held out from 


the first for a two-thirds majority 
rule and strongly opposed the Brit- 
ish amendment permitting simple 
majority "recommendations." The 
Netherlands and Australia spear- 
headed the fight against the Rus- 
sian position. 


No Plenary Session 


The rules commitee was to con- 


vene at 4 p.m. (10 a.m.. CDT) to- 
day to complete final details of 
procedure. No plenary session was 
scheduled. 


The compromise on voting pro- 


cedure, as well as other rules ap- 
proved by the committee, must be 
ratified by the full conference in 
plenary session, but acceptance is 
assured since all 21 nations voted 
in the rules committee. 


The wind-up of the two-day de- 


bate came at 2:30 a. m. today 
after the tired, irritable delegates 
finally ran out of arguments and 
voted on a series of four amend- 
ments and sub-amendments. 


The committee earlier rejected 


11 to 9 a New Zealand amendment 
which, would have established a 
simple majority as the form for 
all conference decisions. 


Small Powers Set Back 


The bitter debate not only was 


a set-back for the small powers, 
which had fought stubbornly for 
a simple majority on all matters, 
but als* was a solid victory for 
the western powers over Soviet 
Russia and the eastern European 
nations.

His confession solved the fiend- 


ish kidnaping, strangling and dis- 
memberment of Suzanne Degnan, 
6, on Jan. 7, and the shooting and 
stabbing of Miss Frances Brown, 
33, a former WAVE, on Dec. 10. 
1945. 


Within less than an hour after 


Wilbert Crowley, first assistant 
state's attorney, announced wit- 
nesses would go before the grand 
jury, the jury were reported to 
have named Heirens in a frue bill 
formally accusing him of murder* 
ing Mrs. Ross.

tional bomber — unmanned — and 
added: 


"The atom bomb to us is a war- 


head. We fully expect some day 
to have larger guided missiles 
with atomic warheads." 


Richardson did not elaborate. 


He timed a western trip to be at 
Muroc dry lake lor the drone 
landings yesterday. He flew on a 
drone mother (control) ship for 
the aerial atomic bomb drop at 
Bikini June 30. 


He did not say, however, that 


the Air Force "has just scratched 
the surface in guided missiles" 
and "the Manhattan

hasn't told us yet

atomic warhead would be prac- 
tical for guided missiles." 


Richardson is 
enroute 
from 


Murdoc to Hamilton Field, where 
he confers today with fourth air 
force officials on defenses against 
guided missiles. 


Flight Over 2.500 Miles 


The 
Hilo-Murdoc 
flight

sligtly more than 2,500 miles was 
greater than the distance from 
Fairbanks, Alaska to Murmansk; 
from Honolulu to San Francisco; 
or across either the North or 
South Atlantic oceans. 


Using B-32 or similar bombers, 


with a range of 10,000 or more 
miles, Richardson 
pointed out, 


the United States could strike 
almost any point on earth with 
guided missiles.

Bonn, Germany, Aug. 7.— l 


—Wilhelm 
Marx, 
82, 
veteran 


statesman who was chancellor ot 
Germany in 1923-24 anr 1926-28 
under the Weimar republic, died 
here Monday. 


He had been inactive politically 


since 1928. 


When Dr. .Marx first 
became 


German chancellor in 1923 none 
was more surprised than he. 


At the time he was Centrist 


member of the 
Reichstag 
and 


floor leader of his party, as well 
as presiding judge of the Berlin 
Court of Appeals. 


His rise to high position was 


regarded as a sort of political ac- 
cident, for his hie had been one 
of service rather than of personal 
ambition —service to nis country, 
to the Catholic church and to the 
Center party. 
\ 


With his election as chancellor. 


Dr. Ahux is said to 
have 
re- 


marked to friends: "Well, well, to 
think that I am now at the heati 
Of the German government, when 
my highest ambition was merely 
that of becoming district court 
judge!" 


That remark is said to have 


well characterized himself. There 
was nothing spectacular or bril- 
liant about the former chancellor. 
In a croud he often passed un- 
noticed. There were no flashes ol 
genius to his statesmanship. 


He was regarded as a splendid 


product of German bureaucracy 
at its best—-an upright, honest 
man who advanced slowly m his 
legal career until he became pre- 
siding judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals in Berlin and who made 
similar progress in 
his 
party 


until political expediency placed 
him at the head of the govern- 
ment and. in 1925 
made 
him 


presidential candidate in opposi- 
tion to von Hmcionburs. 


U-<l <;<>rma.ny Out Of Chaw 


Dr. Marx's leap into interna- 


tional prominence in 1923 resulted 
from 
the "no confidence" vote 


that had been recorded against 
the second Stresemann cabinet. 
Stresemann yielded to the Cen- 
trist leader and when Dr. Marx 
took office he formed a minority 
cabinet of Centrists, 
Democrats 


and People's Party members. 


It led Germany out of the chaos 


of inflation and put the full force 
of its authority behind the report 
of the experts headed by General 
Davves, which was accepted by 
the Reparations Commission on 
April 11, 1924, as a satisfactory 
basis for the provisional solution 
of the reparations problem. Un- 
der the leadership of Marx, the 
German cabinet on April 16, de- 
clared that it, too, accepted the 
report. 


Thrice after that Dr. Marx was 


named chancellor, but on each 
occasion, because of existing po- 
litical conditions, he was obliged 
to form a minority cabinet. Fin- 
ally, in 1928, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Herman Mueller, he 
resigned the chairmanship of the 
Centrists and retired from politi- 
cal leadership, retaining- only his 
mandate as a member of the 
Keichstag. 


Dr. Marx was born at Cologne, 


January 15, 1863, the son of a 
grammar school teacher. He con- 
cluded his law studies at Bonn 
University in 1884 and then en- 
tered the Prussian civil service. 
He rose to the position of presid- 
lnS judge of the district court 
of Limburg and in 1921 became 
chief justice of the Berlin Court 
of Appeals. 


From the beginning of his legal 


career he took an interest in poli- 
tics and represented the Centrist 
party in the Prussian Diet from 
1899 to 1918 as member from 
Neuss. He also was a member ot 
the Reichstag for Muelheim-on- 
Ruhr from 1910, and in 1919 was 
a delegate to the National Assem- 
bly which drafted the republican 
constitution.

Chiefly for Refugees 


Moreover IRO is designed chiefly 


to care for and resettle refugees 
who are to find new homes over- 
seas and not to feed and shelter 
the majority of the 850,000 dis- 
placed persons now under allied 
care in Europe. There is no place 
in its program for ministering to 
the other millions whom UNRRA 
has helped keep alive. 


Also in the formative stage is 


World Health Organization, but 
this agency has neither the funds 
nor the operating plans to take 
over any real share of UNR^A's 
functions next year. 


The economic and social council 


has set up a subcommission on 
devastated areas, intended fo help 
rebuild and lehabilitate those re- 
gions which suffered most from 
the war. It's a long range pro- 
gram, however, and it is in no 
position to bring early aid to 
the homeless. 


The tremendous task of feed- 


litical elements of our troubled 
times. The supporters of UNRRA 
believe that the chaos which racks 
Europe and China would have been 
many times more tragic and dan- 
gerous without its eforts to fend 
off starvation. The current dis-
